The editors of this volume state that one 
of its major objectives is to describe and 
interpret the revolutionary developments 
that have taken place in the field of tex- 
tiles since the rise of the man-made fibers 
and the modern finishing processes “and 
to understand them from the perspective 
of world textile history.” 

The aim of the editors has been “to pro- 
vide in one comprehensive volume a 
much-needed source of inspiration and 
up-to-date fact” for all concerned with the 
production and marketing of fibers and 
fabrics, including teachers and students. 

The staff for the encyclopedia consists of 
the editorial board of American Fabrics 
magazine assisted by technical experts and 
writers. Listed among the ten names as 
members of the group which planned and 
directed the publication are those of Wil- 
liam C. Segal, Managing Director; Cora 
Carlyle, Fabrics Editor; and Dr. George E. 
Linton, Technical Editor. William Segal 
has been the publisher of American Fab- 
rics since its beginning in 1946. Cora 
Carlyle and Dr, Linton were members of

the original board of editors and are now 
editor and member of the editorial board, 
respectively. Dr. Linton, Coordinator of 
the Textile Science Department of the 
Fashion Institute of Technology, one of the 
units of the University of the State of New 
York, has taught textiles in secondary 
schools and colleges for many years. He 
has collaborated in the writing of four 
books on textiles and is the compiler of 
The Modern Textile Dictionary (New 
York: Duell, Sloan & Pearce, 1954). The 
work is divided into seven main sections: 
The Textile Fibers, History and Origins, 
Textile Design, Textiles in the Americas, 
The Manufacturing Processes, Fabric Fin- 
ishing, and Specialty Uses of Textiles. 
Then follow the Dictionary of Textile 
Terms and the Index. 

The Textile Fibers, the largest section, 
gives the origin and history of the man- 
made and natural fibers, their chief char- 
acteristics and uses, manufacturing proc- 
esses, and directions for their care. Among 
the special features are the glossary of 
man-made fibers and the cotton glossary, 
the lexicon of wool terms and that of silk 
fabrics, microphotographs of the inner 
structure of man-made fibers, and illus- 
trations showing famous woolens and 
worsteds. 

The three divisions of History and Ori- 
gins consist of a chronology of textiles 
from prehistoric time to the twentieth cen- 
tury, “Inventors and Their Inventions,” 
and “Origins of Fabric Names.” The 
chronology includes events up to 1950 and 
refers the reader for developments in 
fibers and textiles from 1950 to 1960 to the 
specific sections dealing with these sub- 
jects. 

Textile Design has three parts: “Master- 
pieces of Textile Design” (48 pages of 
black-and-white reproductions showing 
historic textiles), “Textiles Across The 





Centuries” (16 pages of color plates), and 
a list of museums of special interest to 
textile designers. 

“Peruvian Textiles” (those produced by 
the pre-Columbian and later civilizations 
of the Andean area) and a brief history 
of textiles in the United States constitute 
Textiles in the Americas. 

As in the first section, the treatment of 
The Manufacturing Processes is clear and 
thorough. 

“Curtains and Draperies,’ “Sheets and 
Quilts,” “Rugs and Carpets,” and “Indus- 
trial Fabrics’ make up Specialty Uses of 
Textiles. 

The last part, the Dictionary of Textile 
Terms, includes over 3,000 textile terms, 
among which are the generic names and 
definitions of manufactured fibers as es- 
tablished by authority of the Textile Fiber 
Products Identification Act of 1960 and 
published in Title 16 of the Code of Fed- 
eral Regulations. The user must be aware 
of the fact that not all of the terms in the 
various glossaries appear in the Diction- 
ary, that some of the terms in the latter 
are not in the former, and that the defini- 
tion of a word found in both places may 
be fuller in one place than the other. 

More than one half of this work is de- 
voted to textile fibers and the manufactur- 
ing and finishing processes, areas in which 
the greatest technical changes have taken 
place. Understanding of these subjects, 
which are treated in a popular and non- 
technical manner, is aided by the use of 
many black-and-white illustrations, dra- 
matically placed in relation to the text, 
with carefully worded captions, and by the 
clear, direct style of writing. 

Inasmuch as the scope of this work is so 
broad the publishers were able to present 
in one volume little more than a condensa- 
tion of the most vital information. The 
editors state that each major branch of the 
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field could be the subject of an encyclo- 
pedia. The book covers the subject of 
textiles in sufficient detail to enable the 
reader to understand the great changes 
which have taken place recently. While 
sources are not given and articles are un- 
signed, comparison of parts of the text 
with recently published material signed 
by authorities indicates a high standard of 
accuracy. 

The graphic quality of the text is great- 
ly enhanced by the black-and-white illus- 
trations, of which there are more than one 
thousand in all. Together with the 16 pages 
of color plates most of these add much to 
the beauty of the volume. Sources of the 
illustrations are noted in a list of photo- 
graphic credits in which acknowledgments 
are made to the institutions, corporations, 
and individuals who cooperated in fur- 
nishing the material. References to nearly 
all the illustrations, both full-page and 
smaller ones, are included in the Index 
but are not distinguished from references 
to the text. 

Location of large topics in the body of 
the volume is facilitated not only by the 
Index but also by the extensive table of 
contents, running heads, and the logical 
arrangement of the articles. Cross refer- 
ences in the main portion of the work and 
the dictionary are adequate. 

For quick and easy reference the user is 
instructed to consult the Dictionary of 
Textile Terms first, then the general Index 
for reference to a more detailed explana- 
tion. In order to get full use of the ency- 
clopedia it is essential to consult the Index, 
for this refers to all the terms in the Dic- 
tionary and in the glossaries as well as to 
the rest of the work. The Index must be 
used with care because references to a 
single subject may be found under more 
than one entry; for example, tweed, Har- 
ris and Harris tweed; Egyptian cotton and 
cotton, Egyptian; loom, hand and hand 
loom. 

The inclusion of a bibliography is to be 
expected in such a work, and its omission 
detracts considerably from the book’s use- 
fulness and value. Swatches of fabric such 
as are in American Fabrics, originally 
planned to be a part of the encyclopedia, 


would have provided basic source materi- 
als and additional authenticity. 

The volume is sturdily bound in black 
buckram. The paper, of good quality, has 
a pleasing texture. The clear and readable 
type is set two columns to a page except 
in such parts of the book as the Chronol- 
ogy, the Dictionary, and the Index, where 
three columns are more appropriate. 

There is no publication similar in scope 
to AF Encyclopedia of Textiles. The Man- 
made Textile Encyclopedia, edited by J. J. 
Press (New York: Textile Book Pub., Inc., 
1959), is technical in nature and treats only 
man-made textiles. Fairchild’s Dictionary 
of Textiles, edited by Stephen S. Marks 
(New York: Fairchild Publications, Inc., 
1959), which is devoted entirely to an 
alphabetical list of words with their mean- 
ings, contains more terms than could be 
included in this work’s Dictionary of Tex- 
tile Terms. 

The AF Encyclopedia of Textiles is com- 
prehensive, easily understood, and well 
illustrated, useful for reference or for ex- 
tensive reading. Although designed for the 
practitioner in the field of textiles, it can 
be useful to the layman. It is recom- 
mended for special, public, high school, 
college, and university libraries.

It is the oldest, largest, and most famous 
of the English-language encyclopedias. Its 
original plan, conceived in the first edition 
of 1771, was to cover the arts and sciences 
in a series of long scholarly essays written 
by specialists and eminent authorities. 
Smaller subjects treated within these arti- 
cles could be found only through the In- 
dex. This scheme, most ideally handled in 
the ninth edition, is much less noticeable 
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in the modern editions but still persists to 
some extent. A tradition of scholarly 
authority continues to be associated with 
this encyclopedia. 

The second edition of the Britannica 
which appeared some 12 years after the 
first introduced history and biography 
treating “the whole wide circle of general 
learning” rather than the arts and sciences 
alone and became the model for future 
multivolume encyclopedias. The encyclo- 
pedia continued to be enlarged as well as 
revised in subsequent editions. The cele- 
brated ninth edition, 1875-89, which em- 
bodied the most distinguished scholarship 
of its day, was in 24 volumes. In 1910-11 
the eleventh edition, perhaps the most fa- 
mous and certainly the most extensive of 
all, was published at Cambridge Univer- 
sity in 29 volumes. Finally, in 1929, the 
last numbered edition, the fourteenth, a 
drastic revision of the eleventh, was pub- 
lished. Now in American ownership, 
Britannica was planned for a wide Ameri- 
can audience. It was hailed as being at 
last a “humanized” and an “Americanized” 
encyclopedia. Subsequent editions have 
reflected the policy of continuous revision 
adopted in 1932. 

The 1961 edition is the twenty-eighth 
to be issued since the publication of the 
fourteenth edition. The editors claim that 
in this edition there are more than 41,000 
entries, written by “authorities from most 
of the countries of the world.” Their aim 
is to provide “information on every essen- 
tial subject.” Within the limits of the 24 
volumes in which the set has been printed 
for 32 years, this has been fairly well 
achieved. Subjects are. replaced in each 
printing by other subjects which seem 
more urgent to the editors. Articles are 
well written, accurate, and objective. 

The Britannica is essentially an adult 
encyclopedia, but the tendency apparent 
in succeeding modern editions to make the 
set more visually attractive and more 
readable is undoubtedly enlarging its 
teen-age public. This trend toward pop- 
ularization is seen in the modification of 
bibliographies, illustrations, and mono- 
graphs characteristic of older editions. The 
result has been, inevitably, a loss of the 


quality of leisurely, scholarly workman- 
ship which was greatly prized by many 
readers and exemplified in the ninth and 
eleventh editions. 

Entries in the Britannica are alphabeti- 
cal, letter by letter. Cross references are 
abundant and excellent; they occur as 
main entries (5% per cent of all entries) ; 
as see and see also references within or at 
the end of the article; and as q.v. refer- 
ences to separate articles on the subject 
mentioned. Two indexes appear in volume 
24; one is to volumes 1 to 23 (the improve- 
ment in arrangement is discussed later); 
the other is to the atlas which is also found 
in this volume. The Index to the other 
volumes brings out a great many small 
subjects which do not have separate en- 
tries, 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica maintains 
a good quality of format. Smaller type is 
used on some pages to gain room for addi- 
tional articles or information. The library 
binding is pyroxylin-coated material made 
for hard wear; other bindings are avail- 
able. The paper, also strong and durable, is 
manufactured especially for the Britan- 
nica. Print is clear; headings are very con- 
spicuous, and illustrations are uniformly 
well printed and well placed in relation to 
the text. 

In October, 1960, Harry S. Ashmore, 
Pulitzer Prize winner and formerly editor 
of the Arkansas Gazette, succeeded the 
late Walter Yust as Editor-in-Chief of 
Encyclopaedia Britannica. John V. Dodge 
is Executive Editor and John Armitage is 
the London Editor. 

The level of authority for Encyclopaedia 
Britannica remains high. The more than 
7,700 contributors claimed for the 1961 edi- 
tion are listed in volume 1. Many cele- 
brated names such as Robert Oppenhei- 
mer, Lin Yutang, John F. Kennedy, E. B. 
White, Linus Pauling, Adlai E. Stevenson, 
and Sir Sarvepalli Radhakrishnan are in- 
cluded. There are more than 40 Nobel 
Prize winners among the contributors. 

The program of continuous revision is 
well organized. A group of 170 advisers, 
some in the United States and some 
abroad, supervises the systematic revision 
of all the articles in the encyclopedia. A 
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distinguished Board of Editors, which in- 
cludes Robert M. Hutchins and Norman 
Cousins, advises the editors on policy and 
planning, while American and British 
committees of university professors pro- 
vide editorial advice. 

The editors state that “no edition of 
Encyclopaedia Britannica has seen more 
editorial improvement than the edition of 
1961.” An appraisal of the changes in the 
major subject areas since the 1956 edition, 
the last reviewed by the Committee, was 
attempted. The physical sciences un- 
doubtedly have received extensive revi- 
sion. A table of contents has been added 
to many articles. New introductions have 
been prepared for articles that are difficult 
for the layman, such as Nebula. Informa- 
tion has been brought up to date, e.g., the 
article Low-Temperature Physics. New 
articles have been added, e.g., Geochemis- 
try and Geomagnetism. There has been an 
effort to keep abreast of the current hap- 
penings in the conquest of space, exempli- 
fied in Rockets and Space and Exploration. 

New articles have been added, e.g., Nu- 


clear Engineering, which explains the 
practical aspects of the field to the layman. 
Many technical articles, e.g., Cellulose, 
have been brought up to date. New plates 
have been added, new text illustrations 
and maps supplied, and some articles have 
been doubled and tripled. On the other 
hand, some articles, e.g., Shipbuilding and 
Electricity, Conduction of, have been dras- 
tically reduced in size. The amount of 
revision in this field, however, seems to 
be considerable and adequate. 

In the field of the biological sciences the 
key articles Biology and Taxonomy have 
been revised. There are new articles, e.g., 
Life Span, Animal. The article Anatomy 
now has a series of transvision plates 
showing the various parts of the human 
anatomy. Some articles are combined and 
enlarged, e.g., Wildlife Preservation, Na- 
tional Parks and Nature Reserves, which 
now includes an extensive chart of the 
major national parks and reserves of the 
world. Many flower articles have new 
photographs. The biological sciences have 
not undergone the drastic ehanges ob- 
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served in the physical sciences, but the 
revision in this field is adequate. 

Many changes were observed in the field 
of the humanities. The articles Encyclo- 
pedias and Newspapers have been enlarged 
and rewritten. Many new articles on 
oriental topics appear, e.g., Chinese Clas- 
sics, Chinese Philosophy, Korean Litera- 
ture, and Kabuki Theatre. A few of the 
original literary monographs, e.g., Cer- 
vantes, have now been replaced by new 
articles. Figures of Speech, formerly scat- 
tered, is now in one article. Good addi- 
tions in the fields of architecture and de- 
sign were found. Ballet has been revised 
and greatly enlarged. However, other 
articles in this area are in need of revision. 

The social sciences have received less 
revision than other fields. However, some 
articles like Democracy and Civil Liberties 
have been revised, and political science is 
represented in a number of important new 
articles such as North Atlantic Treaty Or- 
ganization and Foreign Aid Programs. In 
the field of education there are also some 
significant new articles such as Education, 
Philosophy of. Some anthropological ma- 
terial has received slight revision. In 
economics Monopoly has been rewritten 
and enlarged; other material has been 
slightly revised. On the whole, the social 
sciences are not greatly revised. 

To summarize the adequacy of revision 
throughout the 1961 edition it can be 
stated that in the fields of physical and 
applied sciences and technology, revision 
has been the most extensive. A great deal 
of material has been added, and many 
long important articles have been rewrit- 
ten. An obvious attempt has been made 
to bring the encyclopedia up to date in the 
scientific and technical areas where great 
changes are taking place. The biological 
sciences, the humanities, and the social 
sciences, however, have received much 
revision, and many articles have been 
added in these areas. 

In sports, Olympic Games has been 
brought up to date to include the 1960 
games. Golf and Billiards have been re- 
written. New articles Skin Diving and 
Volleyball were noted. Yachting includes 
the latest winners of the Fastnet Cup and 


Water Polo and Weight Throwing hate 
been rewritten. 

Noteworthy improvements which result 
from several editorial features are used 
more extensively in the 1961 edition or 
are new. More of the longer articles begin 
with a table of contents outlining the main 
sections and subdivisions, e.g., Painting, 
Shipping Industry, and Geology. Many 
articles on scientific and technological 
topics have received new introductions “to 
make them interesting and intelligible to 
the general reader.” Examples are Nebula, 
Solid State Physics, X-Rays, and Diffu- 
sion. A new series of articles guiding the 
reader to related material in the set are 
exemplified by Anatomy (Articles on), 
Architecture (Articles on), International 
Relations (Articles on). The editors call 
these “signpost” articles; they always pre- 
cede the main article on the subject, and 
are a good new feature. 

Rearrangement of the entries in the In- 
dex has been a distinct improvement. “All 
page references qualified by a key word 
or descriptive phrase appear on separate 
lines; in the 1956 edition they were run to- 
gether.” The Index is comprehensive and, 
in a check of many articles, it was found to 
be almost invariably accurate. 

A detailed comparison was made of the 
first 500 pages of volume 10 in the 1956 and 
1961 editions, which will be referred to in 
this review as the Game-Golf section. In 
the 869 articles in this section in the for- 
mer edition, changes have been made in 
253 (29 per cent). Of these changed arti- 
cles, 110 have been rewritten; the other 
143 had been revised, i.e., partly changed 
or reworded, or rearranged. In addition 
to the changed articles, 114 articles had 
been dropped, while 69 articles were new 
in the 1961 edition. 

Among geographical entries there have 
been many changes since the 1956 edition. 
Of the 869 entries in the section Game- 
Golf, 202, or 23 per cent, are geographical. 
Of these, 27 per cent have been revised; 
12 per cent have been dropped. Nine new 
geographical articles have been added. It 
is hard to conjecture why 25 small places 
were replaced by 9 other little places in 
this sample section. There are 37 changes 
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in population figures; only 2 were noted 
that have not been brought up to date. 
Sixteen of these changes are from prewar 
European figures which should have been 
revised before 1956. Population figures for 
the United States are 1950 figures. The 
1960 figures were not available in time for 
the 1961 edition. 

For countries whose status has changed 
in recent times revision is uneven. The 
article Belgian Congo has as its latest his- 
torical event the ten-year plan for eco- 
nomic and social development published 
in 1949. However, in West and Central 
African Independence Movements, there is 
the statement that the Republic of the 
Congo was proclaimed on June 30, 1960, 
as an independent entity. In the article 
Nigeria, the 1954 constitution marks the 
end of the historical information, while the 
article mentioned above states that “Nig- 
eria became an independent parliamentary 
state in the Commonwealth of Nations, 
October 1, 1960.” Somalia is another ex- 
ample of this lack of recency. In the arti- 
cle Algeria the historical material was 


brought up to June, 1956, but in the article 
France, one learns that DeGaulle installed 
a vote for “continued links with France,” 


and in January, 1960, “Europeans in 
Algeria revolted.” 

In biography, there have been even 
more changes, according to the 869-article 
Game-Golf sample, than in the geographi- 
cal area. Three hundred seventy-eight of 
the articles are biographical. Of these 107 
(28 per cent) are revised, 57 (15 per cent) 
have been dropped. Forty-two new arti- 
cles are added. However, the loss of 57 
biographical articles compared to the gain 
of 42 new ones would represent a sub- 
stantial reduction in this category if car- 
ried out throughout the set. Revision in- 
cluded the consistent addition of recent 
deaths. 

It is interesting to note what has been 
done to some of the so-called “Britannica 
classics.” The ninth edition was famous 
for its long monographs by distinguished 
scholars. Some of those monographs are 
still in the Britannica today. For instance, 
the article Medici, which occupied eleven 
pages in the ninth edition and was written 


by Pasquale Villari, the eminent Italian 
scholar, is now four and one half pages in 
length. It has been watered down, not by 
changing Villari’s words, but by dropping 
whole paragraphs and sentences from the 
original text. The leisurely, scholarly, and 
extremely interesting nature of that origi- 
nal article has been so changed as to be 
practically unrecognizable to Villari, were 
he to read it today. 

On the other hand, some of the older 
“classics” which were printed in reduced 
form in the 1956 edition, have been re- 
placed by entirely new articles. Examples 
of this are Botticelli and Chaucer. Some 
of the modern “classics” remain un- 
changed, e.g., James Harvey Robinson’s 
Civilization, Sir Julian Huxley’s Court- 
ship, Animal, G. K. Chesterton’s Dickens, 
Charles, and Sigmund Freud’s Psycho- 
analysis. 

Illustrations have improved since the 
1956 edition. There are more color plates 
such as the lovely plates with the articles 
Castle, Fountain, Water-Color Painting, 
Birds, Fishes, and Japanese Painting and 
Prints. There are more black-and-white 
plates, and many of the plates in the 1956 
edition have been replaced. The editors 
claim that “in the editions of 1957-61, 
more than half (898) of the 1,737 plates 
were handled (exclusive of minor changes) 
and 5,376 (46 per cent) of the 11,705 pic- 
tures on those plates were changed.” A 
new and attractive kind of illustration, 
replacing many of the former drawings, is 
the halftone photograph. Many articles 
on famous artists now include halftone 
reproductions of at least one of their paint- 
ings, providing visual means of identifying 
the artist’s style as no verbal description 
can. Many articles on flowers and plants 
are likewise improved with halftone illus- 
trations, 

The editors state that “maps ... are con- 
stantly under surveillance by the Britan- 
nica editorial staff and authorities. Cur- 
rent political changes are incorporated 
into the maps in each printing of Britan- 
nica.” However, the maps of Africa in the 
atlas volume do not yet show the inde- 
pendent status achieved by various coun- 
tries in 1960. There is a map in the article 
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West and Central African Independence 
Movements which shows “Political Devel- 
opment in Africa, 1950-1960.” Also, the 
editors sent word that “a new Goode’s 
series of maps, distinguished for topo- 
graphic detail, replaces the Hammond 
maps (volume 24) in the second printing 
of the 1961 edition.” The Committee has 
not examined this new atlas volume. 

An analysis of the changes in the bibliog- 
raphies in the section Game-Golf is indic- 
ative of a trend toward reducing and 
simplifying the bibliographical apparatus. 
Out of 147 bibliographical changes in the 
section examined, 53 (36 per cent) of the 
bibliographies were dropped, 11 (7 per 
cent) were added, and 83 (56 per cent) 
were revised. Of the revised bibliog- 
raphies, 29 were reduced in size. Many 
bibliographies need to be brought up to 
date. The latest material listed on Marcel 
Proust was written in 1928, on Elizabeth 
Gaskell in 1930, on George Gissing in 1927, 
and on Sir W. S. Gilbert in 1914. There 
were no items dated later than 1956 in the 
bibliographies following Geography and 
German Literature. No_ bibliographical 
material was listed on Dylan Thomas, and 
the list of works by André Maurois re- 
corded none of his writings since 1928. In 
this connection the editors state, “The bib- 
liography is a guide to further reading. 
. .. Emphasis should be on readily avail- 
able works in English. .. .” This explains 
the elimination of many a scholarly bibli- 
ography containing works in foreign lan- 
guages. This policy of simplifying the bib- 
liographies, of stripping them of every- 
thing that cannot be easily found to read, 
is symbolic of the tendency apparent in 
the encyclopedia as a whole. In the past, 
the Britannica has been noted for the dis- 
tinguished and scholarly quality of its bib- 
liographies. Persons requiring this kind 
of bibliographic material must now seek 
elsewhere. 

The Encyclopaedia Britannica, since its 
first edition in 1768-71, has enjoyed a repu- 
tation for a very high quality. The present 
edition maintains this high quality. How- 
ever, it bears the unmistakable signs of the 
Britannica’s modern tendency to become 
more readable, less scholarly than the ear- 


lier editions. Its audience now includes the 
older teen-agers. Popularization of the en- 
cyclopedia has entailed a weakening of the 
bibliographies and an improvement in the 
illustrative material. The addition of vari- 
ous editorial features such as “sign-post” 
articles, outlines of articles, and new in- 
troductions to others, make the difficult 
articles more understandable. More of the 
celebrated monographs of earlier editions 
have been replaced by new articles; some 
of them show unwise methods of revision. 
The Index is comprehensive and improved 
in arrangement. Revision of this edition, 
by comparison with the 1956 edition, was 
found to be most extensive in the fields 
of the physical and applied sciences and 
technology. The biological sciences, hu- 
manities, and social studies have received 
many changes, however, and much new 
material has been added. A sample check 
indicated a great deal of change in geo- 
graphical material and even more in the 
biographical material.
